But Glenwood has taken on new 
life and the story will not lit well 
there in. 
It was a beautiful Novemtfer day 
t h a t the committee happily selected 
fo r the event. 
No bottle of ch am ­ 
pagne was broken over the new side 
walks neither did the “ Queen of the 
D a y ’’ deposit the first silver dollar in 
th e brand new bank, but nevertheless 
th e launching of the enterprise was 
fitting ly celebrated. 
They advertised a “ Free Fair, Corn 
a nd G rain E x hibit and Horse S h o w ,” 
a nd they surely delivered the goods. 
Last y ear a t our county fair, a b usi­ 
ness man who had just walked throng!» 
he agriculture hall was 
disgusted 
ith the small 
am ount of ex hibits 
o a friend standing by he remarked : 
“ Whv I ’ve seen the time when Smith 
arney , chin as he is, if he was h un­ 
gry , he coaid eat every thing in that 
all at one meal. ’’

o f the Glenwood ex hibits.

It was a Red L etter Day , and one 
that will live long in pleasant mem o­ 
ries of the Glenwoodites.

Rev. R. W. Abberlev, pastor of the 
Main Street C hristian church, spoke 
Wednesday evening on “ Popular E x ­ 
cuses for net Being a C h ristia n,” to 
another goodlv sized audience. 
Prof 
F M. Charlton sang a beautiful and 
appropriate) solo entitled, “ Yonr E x ­ 
cuse and 
M ine.” 
This Jis the last 
week of the meeting which has been 
very successful thus far 
In speaking of the ex cuses of men 
the pastor said in p a rt: : “ We are all 
agreed on one thing, that the C hris­ 
tian life is the best life 
that can be 
lived 
Christ invites us and the Lord 
warns us that we must accept the 
gospel of Christ, y et Satan has put it 
in the minds of men to give ex cuses, 


80016 of the most popular of which 
we will notice and see if they will 
stand the test. ” 
“ One of the most popular ex cuses, 
which men give,” said he “ is that 
they don’t have the time to become a 
Ohrisian. 
This is the ex cuse of some 
business men who spend all their time 
in hoarding np wealth. 
They have no 
time to read their Bible, to pray or to 
go to church ; business is too rushing 
and thus they neglect the o pportuni­ 
ties which God has offered them. 
Not 
only the merchant, but this is too 
often the ex cuse of the phy sician, the 
lawy er and others. 
‘ We ought to take 
time to be holy ’ 
We should think 
seriously upon this matter. 
We can 
take nothing out of this world, as we 
brought nothing in. 
* What does it 
profit a man if he gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul?’ 
‘Seek 
y e first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness and these things shall 
be added unto y ou ’ ” 
“ Another ex cuse of m e n,” said the 
pastor, “ is that thev are not ready to 
give np the pleasuieR of life. 
Some 
people think when Christ comes into 
their life, joy goes out, and this is 
where they make a great mistake 
The Christian ought to be the hap­ 
piest person on earth. 
It is sin which 
makes sadness in this world 
God 
does not as-k us to give up one single 
pleasure which is pore and good for 
us when we accept him. 
Sin is de ­ 
ceitful; it comes with fair promises 
and leaves us in dispair, as the b rig h t­ 
est-and most beautiful serpents are the 
most poisonous, so ttie worst sins are 
the most promising 
D on’t wait until 
y ou are ready to give up sin, for sin 
will not then be ready to give y ou up 
When y ou are dope with Satan, he 
won t be done with y ou ” 
“ One of the popular ex cuses among 
y oung people is fear of criticism and 
scoff at them. 
The disobeident and 
wicked may , but God w o n’t, Christ 
w on’t and the Christian w on’t. 
‘If 
God be for us, who can be against us?* 
I am gald it takes courage to 
be a 
Christian 
Many people lack courage 
to stand out boldly for G od.” 
“ Another ex cuse we often hear is, 
th at 
there 
are 
hy pocrites in the 
church. 
T hat is sadly true, but we 
need not be surprised 
when 
even 
among the twelve 
apostles, 
whom 
Jesus chose, one 
was a hy pocrite. 
What 
if 
there 
are 
some 
h y p o­ 
crites in the church? 
The chnrch is a 
place for helping them. 
Do y ou re ­ 
fuse to go to the hospital because there 
are sick people in it? 
Would we not 
rather be in the church a while with 
them and live Christians ourselves, 
than to spend eternity in outer da rk ­ 
ness w ith them by not becoming a 
C hristian” 


“ The ex cuse of some is th at there 
are so many views of churches that 
they don’t kuow which to tak e ,” said 
the pastor, “ b at just take the Word 
of God. 
What are creeds, theologies 
and isms? 
They can’t make y ou a 
Christian. 
Follow Christ and obey 
Him and he will crown y our life with 
happiness. ” 


“ Some ex cuse 
themselves on the 
ground that they are afraid to be bap­ 
tized for fear of their health. 
Who 
ever heard of any one 
becoming ill 
from being baptized? 
If y our faith is 
alright 
don’t worry 
about 
y our 
health. 
Jesus suffered all things for 
us and if we haven’t enough faith 
to obev Him we haven’t enough faith 
to follow Him into glory . 
“ Some say ,” said he. “ they haven’t 
had a feeling that the Lord has called 
them. 
The Bible told the .Saints to 
wait for the Holy Spirit, but never 
told the sinner to w ait forar feeling. 
“ It is a sin for a sinner to wait. 
Don’t w ait for a miraculous some­ 
thing. 
Today is the dav of salvation 
and now like Samuel of old, speak 
Lord, thy servant heareth.”

There

the sacrifice of prices, nor any desire 
ev en where money conditions permit 
of it, to pile up stocks. 
A large num ­ 
ber of furnaces hav e shut down or are 
about to do so, coke ov ens and steel 
plants hav e been stopped partially or 
wholly, and rolling mills are reducing 
output. 
Coupled with the mov ement there 
are appearing in increasing number 
notices of reduction in wages, ranging 
from 5 to 10 per cent, and it seems 
probable that this action will become 
quite general.

Now’ that this danger is re­ 
mov ed. it is believ ed that the situation 
will gradually sim m er dowui, with the 
continuous arriv al of gold untii th^ 
stringency is conv erted into the pleth­ 
ora of reserv e money in banks which 
usually follows a crisis. 
While there is still some apprehen­ 
sion regarding the possible effort of 
the Bank of England to check the out­ 
flow of gold from London by raising 
its discount rate, there is a Strong 
feeling among conserv ativ e financiers 
here that the directors of the Bank of 
England will be v ery reluctant to fix 
a rate of discount which has not been 
touched since 1873. 
It m ight hav e 
been found necessary to ov ercome this 
reluctance if the Bank of France had 
not so generously dipped into its im­ 
mense reserv es, under the enlightened 
policy of Gov ernor Pallain, hv the pur­ 
chase of sterling bills to the amount 
of £ 3,000,000 to reliev e the London 
m arket. 
The strength of the stock m arket 
was the reflex of improv ed feeling 
throughout the financial community. 
It is believ ed that the stock m arket 
has pretty well discounted the w’orst 
and that prices are not likely to go 
much low’er, ev en in the case of new 
disturbances. 
It is understood that 
the arrangem ent by 'which the com­ 
m ittee of tru st company presidents 
takes control of the m ajority stock of 
the T rust Company of America and 
the Lincoln T rust company, is only a 
tem porary dev ice to re-establish con­ 
fidence. 
W hat will be the ultim ate 
disposition of this stock has not yet 
been seriously considered, but it is 
certain that the trust company com­ 
m ittee and the clearing house com­ 
m ittee will insist that these companies 
pursue in future a policy of the strict­ 
est conserv atism.

ped in this particu lar line of work. 
Althou gh the apprenticeship articles 
are draw u u p iu fu ll legal form and 
prov ision is made for a financial pen­ 
alty in eas'e the term is not completed, 
the association is not so mu ch concern­ 
ed with these phases of the arrange­ 
ment as with tlie moral effect which 
the signing of legal docu ments and the 
entering into a formal contract are 
certain to produ ce u pon the mind of 
the y ou ng prospectiv e machinist and 
with the sense of pride which he is 
natu rally ex pected to manifest in car­ 
ry ing ou t this contract.

S. Shu maker, su perintendent of 
the Indiana Anti-Saloon Leagu e, today 
declared that the temperance qu estion 
will be the “bu rning issu e” before the 
people of Indiana in the campaign nex t 
y ear. 
“By the term ‘bu rning issu e,’ ” 
said he, “I do not mean that it will 
become a partisan measu re, bu t that 
good citizens regardless of party will 
interest themselv es su fficiently to see 
that candidates for gov ernor, lieu ten­ 
ant gov ernor, secretary of state, state 
representativ es, prosecu ting attorney s 
and all other officers whose du ty it is 
to enforce the laws will not be the 
serv ants of the liqu or interests. From 
now on the effort will be to u nify the 
temperance v ote in Indiana. 
The ex ­ 
ample in Ohio two y ears ago that 
cau sed the landslide that retired Gov ­ 
ernor Herrick and elected Gov ernor 
John M. Pat tison has been the Inspir­ 
ation of the decent citizens in politics 
ev ery where, and especially here in In­ 
diana.” 
Mr. Shu maker said that the 
u ltimate object of all the work that is 
being done in Indiana is to pu t this 
state in the prohibition colu mn. 
This 
may be done either by legislativ e en­ 
actment or by a constitu tional amend­ 
ment. 
Of the two methods he prefers 
the latter. 
“If the constitu tion of In­ 
diana cou ld once be amended so as to 
prev ent the sale of 
intox icants, it 
wou ld be a mighty hard m atter for 
liqu or interests 
to u ndo the work. 
The people themselv es wou ld alway s 
stand in the way of su ch a mov e,” he 


said. 
At the nex t session of the In­ 
diana legislatu re a bill will be intro­ 
du ced prov iding 
that a prohibition 
amendment be su bmitted to the people 
of the state; this done, the Anti-Sa­ 
loon Leagu e, assisted by all the tem­ 
perance organizations of the state, 
will form the nu cleu s of the mov ement 
to bring the v oters into line for the 
amendment. 


Inasmu ch as a committee of minis­ 
ters started the cru sade here against 
box ing and the Laporte ministers hav e 
secu red an ex ecu tiv e ordei; against a 
“mill” in that city , it is believ ed that 
the ministers throu ghou t the state 
hav e formed an organization for the 
pu rpose of ending the box ing game 
and that Gov ernor Hanly has been en­ 
listed in their cau se. 
There is con­ 
siderable comment, howev er, ov er the 
fact that box ing matches hav e been 
pu lled off regu larly du ring all of the 
gov ernor’s administration and that he 
has let nearly three y ears go by with­ 
ou t taking any action to stop them. 
The proprietors of the Indianapolis 
Athletic clu b called on Attorney Gen 
eral Bingham relativ e to thefr pro­ 
gram for Nov .

The life of an oysterman Is by no 
means an easy one. At the first sign 
of dawn In all kinds of weather except 
when tlie river is frozen the oysterman 
I nves his home and if the breeze Is 
! Ir vails to the oyster grounds. If not 
!.„* rows the six or eight miles to his 
working grounds. 
Arriving there, lie 
drops his anchor and puts his tongs 
overboard. 
All day long ho manipulates them 
with varying results. 
Sometimes he 
finds a particularly good lied, and the 
tongs will bring up oysters each time 
they are put overboard, but more often 
there are more stones and shells In the 
tongs than there are good oysters, and 
the day’s \vo;k is poor, 
The catch is then culled—that is, all 
undersized oysters and shells are clean­ 
ed out and thrown overboard. At least 
this Is what Is supposed to be done*, 
but, judging from the cargoes often 
brought here, the law is very often a 
dead letter. When the catch Is culled 
It Is sold to the river lniats and by 
them brought to market. Few oyster- 
men market their own catch, but some 
own the river boats in which they are 
brought to market.—Washington Star.

Strange People of the North W ho Dress 
In Feathers Found by Dr. George B. 
Gordon of University of Pennsylvania. 
Patriarchal Priests Govern Them. 


A new tribe of aborigines hitherto 
u nknown to science is reported by Dr. 
George B. Gordon, cu rator of the de­ 
partm ent of American archaeology of 
the University of Pennsylvania, who 
recently retu rned to Philadelphia after 
a dive into the Alaskan wilderness, 
says the New York Evening Su n. 
The tribe was discovered 800 miles 
from the mou th of the Koskokwim riv­ 
er, and Dr. Gordon has named them 
“K u skw agam u tes.” 
Instead of w ear­ 
ing fu rs the people dress in the skins 
of birds, making clothing from the 
breast feathers of loons. 
The explorer 
brou ght home a collection of their 
clothing and u tensils. 
When the collection arrives at Phil­ 
adelphia he and other ethnologists will 
try to determine whether the tribe 
cam e from Asia or whether It migrated 
from Lower California. I)r. Gordon be­ 
lieves the race has been gradu ally driv­ 
en by Athabascan Indians and Eski­ 
mos to its present q u arters, which is a 
natu ral fortress. 
They represent per­ 
haps the most ancient dwellers of Alas­ 
ka, who made their way there from 
Asia. 
They are monogamists, and no 
su ch thing as vice is known among 
them. 
They are permitted by their 
priests to have more than one wife, bu t 
never do so. 
The men are tall and 
strong physically and the women grace­ 
fu l and good looking. 
Dr. Gordon 
says there are only 400 of them left. 
The members of the tribe show a 
higher m entality and development than 
any of the known inhabitants of the 
far north. They alone of all the tribes 
north of Mexico and sou thern Califor­ 
nia possess the a rt of i>ottery making 
and are believed to be the last of the 
u ndiscovered races on this continent to 
be brou ght to light. 
Dr. Gordon heard 
of them when he was in Alaska in 1005 
and determined to find them, althou gh 
it necessitated his penetrating an u n­ 
known Alaskan wilderness. 
Dr. Gordon lived for several m onths 
with these strange people of the Kos­ 
kokwim to stu dy their langu age, reli­ 
gion and habits. 
lie fou nd them re­ 
m arkably five from crime and with 
no set law's, being governed by priests 
who are patriarchs. 
The exploring 
expedition 
was 
fitted ou t by 
Mrs. 
Charles C. Harrison of Philadelphia 
and set ou t last spring. 
As a companion for the jou rney he 
engaged a gu ide. 
They took steam er 
as fa r a s Fairbanks, the largest mining 
camp 
In 
the Alaskan 
interior. 
At 
Fairbanks they bu ilt a canoe and m ade 
their way in it to the mou th of the 
K antishu a river, a hitherto u ncharted 
and u nnam ed river em ptying into the 
T anana fifty miles below Fairbanks. 
Althou gh this river is .m large as 
the 
Delaware 
at 
Philadelphia 
the 
geography of the northw est Is on so 
trem endou s a scale, says Dr. Gordon, 
th at hitherto it has been ignored as 
an insignificant creek. 
Dr. Gordon 
resolved to go u p it as far as possible 
and tru st fortu ne as to his finding -a 
portage from its head to the Koskok- 
wlm. 
lie camped one night near the mou th 
of this stream in an Indian village. 
One of the you ng men declared that 
he had crossed the divide between the 
two stream s ami volu nteered to m ake 
a map of the portage for The doctor’s 
gu idance. 
Accordingly the you th drew* 
on birch bark a map of a rou te u p the 
K antishu a to its sou rce, tin» hitherto 
u nknown lake. Mintu ana, within fifty 
miles of Mou nt McKinley, the tallest 
peak in North America, .and across by 
an easy portage of ten miles to the 
Koskokwim. whose cou rse lie ou tlined 
for a considerable distance both ways, 
The canoe was forcvd u p the river, 
which ran so swiftly that it was neces­ 
sary constantly to resort to the tu m p 
line—a line attached to the forehead of 
one of the travelers, who w alks in the 
stream and pu lls the canoe wThile the 
other steers. 
After 250 miles of this 
heartbreaking wrork Dr. Gordon came 
to Lake Mintu ana, nestling at the foot 
of Mou nt McKinley, au d fou nd the 
“easy” ten mile portage. 
It took him 
six days to traverse the ten miles. Once 
across, for twro solid months the party 
paddled down the Koskokwim. making 
geographical 
and 
ethnographic 
re­ 
searches as they went. 
On 
his 
retu rn jou rney 
fropi 
the 
mou th of the Koskokwim 
river to 
Nome, a distance of over 100 miles. 
Dr. Gordon nearly died of starvation 
and thirst. 
He was compelled to haz­ 
ard the stormy trip in a tw enty foot 
trading skiff. 
On the first day ou t a 
storm arose, and the skiff was driven 
across Bering sea to the Siberian coast. 
For tw enty days the doctor and his 
companions w ere bu ffeted by the sea * 
in the neighborhood of Bering strait. 
On short rations from the first, after 
the first five days there was nothing to 
eat bu t hardtack biscu it. Near the end 
of the voyage w ater gave ou t. and only 
the sighting of Siberia, where the wa- 
ter cask was rilled from a stream, 
saved the party from the horrors of 
thirst. 
At the time of the landing in 
Siberia the provisions ran ou t alto­ 
gether, and as the coast w as absolu tely 
barreu of life the party was compelled 
to pu t to sea again and face the retu rn 
jou rney to America absolu tely withou t 
provisions. 
Fortu nately a fresh east­ 
erly breeze took them to Nome in three 
days, du ring which they had nothing to 
eat.

H igh Priced Feed Lot Material. 
From all points this year come com­ 
plaints au d predictions of a scarcity of 
feeding lambs and cattle. 
While it is 
impossible to tel! w hat the ou tcome of 
any Investment in feeders may lie. it is 
evident th at lambs at $7 or better in 
m arket are pretty high priced feed lot 
material. As for cattle, the ranges are 
in excellent shape, and a larger propor­ 
tion than u su iU of the range ou tpu t 
will go for beef, and a smaller propor­ 
tion will lie su itable for feeders u nless 
taken at high prices for a short feed. 
A few* years ago we had a shortage of 
beef becau se of a short corn crop, says 
National Stockman. 
Next we are like­ 
ly to have a shortage of beef becau se 
of a short cattle crop, which is a kind 
of scarcity not overcome in a year or 
tw’o, as was the other one. 


Rate of Ga in on Corn. 
One can cou nt in a general w*ay on a 
steer making a gain of one pou nd on 
ten pou nds of corn. 
If he is fed tw en­ 
ty pou nds of corn daily, he ou ght to 
make a gain of tw*o pou nds a day, says 
a com belt au thority. 


It Pays to Weigh. 
It is now well established that those 
feeding beef cattle w*ith su ccess and 
economy find it necessary to w*eigh the 
cattle every few weeks and adju st the 
feed to their needs. 
By so doing mu ch 
larger gains will be obtained for a 
given consu mption of food, and there 
is no danger of the animal getting off 
feed. 
Concentrates are so expensive 
on the average farm th at economy in 
this direction is certainly essential.— 
Andrew* M. Sou le. 


Flesh on the Horse. 
It does not occu r to most of u s that 
flesh is ju st as im portant a factor in 
horses as in beef cattle, with this dif­ 
ference, you can pu t you r cattle In the 
feed lot, give them highly concentrat­ 
ed feed and fatten them rapidly; then 
when they are ready for the block the 
deal is consu mmated. 
Bu t w ith horses 
it is not q u ite the same, and the q u es­ 
tion of condition is even more impor­ 
tant, becau se it is not fat only that 
they need; they m u st have firm flesh 
and mu scle to w ithstand the breaking 
period and to enable them to stand 
the work req u ired of them later on, 
and to fatten you r horse is only the 
first step toward m arketing him, says 
William Anson in Farm and Ranch.
